MUNICIPALITIES DISCUSS WAR'S UPHEAVALS ENLISTMENTS 


LARGE 


The following resolution was drawn 
up and passed unanimously at a 
meeting representing Municipal Dist 
ricts, held Wednesday afternoon in 
the Memorial Hall. 

“Whereas this meeting has 
ed with interest to the various spea- 
kers presenting the case for and ag: 
ainst the proposed policy of the Pro- 
vincial Government with regard to 
Enlarged Municipal Units and where- 
as it appears to us that the method 
of setting up such Enlarged Units ne- 
glects the essential principal of hav- 
ing the people concerned given an Op- 
portunity to say whether or not they 
approve of such a plan. 

And whereas it is alleged that sav: 
ings will be made in any proposed 
Enlarged Municipal Units, but that 
such savings will not be apparent un- 
til after the first year of operation. 

And whereas the Alberta Associat- 
ions of Municipal Districts has urged 
that the Units already created be 
permitted to function on a trial basis 
for a period of at least two years, af- 
ter which the people in such Units 
decide by vote whether they are in 
fwvour of continuing such Unit or not. 

Now therefore be it resolved that 
this meeting go on record as being 
of the opinion that no action should 
be taken by the Government to re- 
organize the Municipal Districts in 
this area without first submitting any 
plan which they may devise to a vote 
of the people who might be concerned.

Harwood presided and 
special speakers present were pe ays 
Wheatley, Reeve of Black{oot, Mr 
Farnalls, President of the Provincial 
Municipalities, Mr Soutar, Edmonton, 
Deputy Minister of Municipal Affairs 
and Don. J. McKinnon, M.L.A. 

Representatives were present from 
Blackfoot, Keoma, Beddington and 
Bow Balley. 

J. F. Wheatley of Chancellor, spea- 

king first, stated that he was a mem- 
ber of the executive appointed to dis- 
cuss the question of larger units and 
as such had discussed the question 
various M. D.’s and had met minist- 
ers of the Legislation. Mr Wheatley 
stated the uestion had been discussed 
by U. F, A. Govt. in 1932 when public 
opinion was strongly opposed. The 
question had been dropped to be re- 
vived by the present administration, 
Public opinion 1s still as strongly op- 
posed and he felt the Govt. should 
give heed to public interest. He op- 
posed centralized government rela- 
tive to the question, and felt the Mun- 
icipalities can give better service to 
their districts than would result from 
control from Edmonton. 
He said the committee realize some 
reorganization is necessary but felt 
M. D.’s now functioning satisfactorily 
should be left alone and stated the 
M. D. of Blackfoot is absolutely satis- 
fied with present set up. 

Mr Wheatley stated that in approa- 
ching the Govt. their executive had 
asked that a Committee be formed 
and that they have some representa- 
tion on it, which at first was promis- 
ed but later passed over. 

The Minister of Municipal Affairs 
has been granted unlimited power to 
enlarge, reduce or dismiss the Coun- 
cils of Municipal Districts, and while 
he the minister said he does not in- 
tend to apply this power, except in 
extreme cases, some had some fear

the power might be exercised to an 
undemocratic degree. 

Mr Wheatley closed his interesting 
talk by saying he felt strong pressure 
should be brought to bear to. shelve 
the question until after the war. 

Mr Farnalls was the second speak- 
er. He discussed first the problem of 
barvest help. He said that the High 
Schools are to remain closed for one 
month longer. A careful survey ol the 
needs and assistance possible in the 
districts should be reported to the 
Central office, Calgary by the local 
M. D. Secretary. 

With reference to the question ol 
the day, the speaker stated that cer- 
tain revisions are necessary and in- 
evitable, but these should be brought 
about not b ythe whims of Municipal- 
ities or Governments but by condi- 
tions. Herein lies an opportunity to 
make a contribution to the country for 
this and for generations to come. 

Mr Farnalls briefly reviewed the 
set up for the past 35 years. 

In 1912 the present 9 twp. unit was 
established. The basis of M. D. 
should have been formed on the pro- 
duetive capacity of the area. 

In 1940 and 1941 the Provincial 
Committee met but the M. D. Execu- 
tive was not given representation. 

In January 1942 the first official in- 
formation was given that the Govt. 
intends to proceed with the establish- 
ment of the larger Unit. 

Mr Farnalls said one purpose of the 
Municipal Districts is the construct- 
ion of Public Works and to _ learn 
what is the most efficient construc- 
tion thereof. 

The local M. D. office is the natural 
point of contact with Provincial or 
Federal Govt. 

It is the essence of good citizenship 
to support the Government when elec- 
ted though you had not voted for it. 

In what appears to you a_ wrong, 
make known your disapproval, but 
give support where you think it is de- 
served. : 

Mr McKinnon in a_ brief address 
stressed the rights and privilege of a 
people in a democracy. Conditions 
are changing. The former production 
of crops to conform to the needs of 
today. Conservation and _ rehabilita- 
tion are productive capacity points 
that should be taken into accounts be- 
fore any reorganization takes place 
and the nearness of the people to the 
place of their administration is very 
important. 

Mr Soutar, Deputy Minister of Mun- 
{cipal Affairs acting for Hon. L. May- 
nard who was unable to be present, 
quoted figures and statistics to a very 
great length, 

Mr Soutar supported the establish- 
ment of the larger Districts. stating 
that they are a natural trend of con- 
ditions. He felt that more progressive 
measures would result from the larg- 
er area, such as Municipal Hospitals 
Health Units, ete. 

There was much variance of opin- 
ion, evidently no converts’ being 
made to the Government’s plan. 

Reeve Harwood named Messrs 
Groves, Boyach and Fawkes with D. 
N. Gardiner as secretary, a committee 
to draft the resolution, given at the 
beginning. 

Mr E. Jackson of Cheadle moved a 
vote of thanks to the speakers and 
the meeting closed by singing the Na- 
tional Anthem. 

There were about 35 present.

@ What's the Policy-? 

Canada is coming nearer and neal 
er to the end of her tether in the mat- 
ter of manpower for the war under- 
taking, and recent statements of the 
director of National selective service 
have been causing some uneasiness ip 
Alberta lest this Province be so strip- 
ped of Manpower to man factories in 
the East that we will have great dif 
ficulty to carry on. As a result of this 
fear a delegation of the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce waited on the 
Alberta Cabinet this week and pre- 
sented a brief setting forth these 
fears and asking for a conference to 
consider what future action should be 
taken. 

@ The Western Retail Lumbermen’s 
Association has estimated that space 
tor an additional two million bushels 
of grain will be required on Western 
Canadian farms this year. It will take 
two million board feet of lumber to 
meet this need. The question is, in 
view of war’s demands, can this sup- 
ply of lumber be obtained? 

@ The U.S. 
farmers in that country to grow fatter 
cattle, hogs and sheep so that the tat 
may be trimmed from the meat and 
used for war purposes. In this coun- 
try the farmer who gets his hogs too 
fat is docked. It’s a queer world. 

@ No greeting cards may now be man- 
ufactured for sale at retail] for more 
than 25 cents each, including the en- 
velope, other than those now in pro- 
cess of manufacture, which may be 
completed under permit, or except 
personal greeting cards which the 
manufacturer or printer finishes by 
printing thereon teh customer's name 
and address for the use of the custo- 
mer only, or special greeting cards 
which are wholly manufactured for 
the customers’ use and noi for re-sale. 
@ Charles Traunweiser, of Calgary, 
president of the Alberta Hotel Assoc- 
iation, issued a statement at Edmon- 
ton last week that his organization 
will support the formation of an or- 
ganization proposed by Finance Min- 
ister Isley and intended to bring ab- 
out greater temperance and modera- 
tion. He also said the organization 
has given $40,000 to the Dominion 
government as a “Help Win the War” 
donation.

Coupons A, B, C, D, and E, on the Temporary War 
Ration Card, now in the hands of the public, are to be 
used, and are ‘OW valid for the purchase of tea 
and coffee. 


Each coupon will entitle the purchaser to one ounce of 
tea or four ounces of coffee - a supply for one week. 


If desired, purchasers may use any or all of these five 
coupons simultaneously, and buy up to 5 weeks supply 
at one time, on the surrender of the anprorriate number 
of coupons. 


Numbered coupons are good only for the purchase of 
sugar and may not be used to buy tea or coffee. 
Similarly, lettered coupons may not be used to buy 
sugar.
